made public in an official report. The indus- 
try gives employment to 0;913men and boys,

and maniii .rtured goods worth $?,210,i:(& 
In Grand Rapids 64 per cent, of the work- 
men are foreigners, and in Detroit 57, but 
outside of these cities the employes are most- 
ly Americans. Five hundred and twenty- 
live of the workmen have SlCiS.SM in the 
savings banks and l,I>fc2 own homes, valued 
at ?1>4.!I40 and mortgaged for $305,103. 


Musical Instruments anil Papers. 


Kighty-seven pianos. 3!i8 organs and 218 


other musical instruments are owned by the 
workmvn. Newspapers are taken by 2,707 
families, and !,SC4 own sewing machines. 
Life insurance is carried by 034 heads of fam- 
ilies and l.UH'.t have provided for sickness or 
accident by memtx-rship in benefit societies. 
Most, of the workmen buy their supplies for 
••ash, but few keep iteimz.'d accounts.

PIKIUIK, S. 1)., Jan. 10.—The Hrst bill 


passed by tho legislature of Kouth Dakota 
reached the governor at exactly 2::!0 p. m. 
The bill is senatj bill No. 4, and entitled "An 
act to provide for the refunding of the out- 
standing indebtedness, uf tho state of South 
Dakota.

And isn't it a little queer that exeesshe 


protection should imperil the principle that 
gives it life? 
Protection is a good thing, 


they tell us, and yet too much of it is death. 
W^had just as well say that a man may 
become a devil through excessive goodness. 
If protection is good, more of it is better, 
and so on until we reach the point where 
boundless protection becomes perfection. 
This would be the way to reason The De- 
spatch's idea out to some conclusion. 


Bnt if we start in with The Tribune's 


idea that very high protection is a thing so 
rank that It will poison itself, we must soon 
reach a quite different conclusion. We can 
start in with the monster against which 
The Tribune warns us, and soon reach a 
point from which we may be able to see 
that the healthiest condition is that from 
which all poison has been thrown off. 
How who is right, The Tribune or The De- 
spatch?

In 
fact that queer paper assures us that it 
makes goods cheaper. So what Is the dif- 
ference to us? If it is not a tax upon us, 
what do we care whether the duty upon our 
woolen goods is 87 per cent, or 1000 per 
cent? If it doesn't cost us anything, you 
may safely make it a capital offense to Im- 
port anything. U is all a question of busi- 
ness, and even Wanamaker has been unable 
to Introduce religion into it. 


Bat The Tribune says that it is a disre- 


gard of overtaxed consuming millions, and 
that It provides artificial profits and privi- 
leges for the favored few.

In Meteoroloclcttl Inquiry. 


London'is to liavri a larger edition of 


the Eiffel tower. It will be 1,200 feet 
high, and will enable scientific men to 
make important observations not possi- 
ble on the earth's-surf ace. 


The proposed tower would allow of an 


inquiry into the atmospheric conditions 
up to i,200 feet. 
Instruments for nipns- 


tiring tlie lioat of the Min's rays, such as 
black bulb thermometers in vacuo, and 
actinometers, disposed at tlie top and 
bottom of (lie tower, would also give 
very interesting readings, the instru- 
ments at tlif highest station probably 
showing an excess of the huu's Iieiit over 
(lie other, because of the atmospheric 
humidity intervening bet ween thecnrth'fi 
immediate surface and an altitude of 
1,200 feet. 


Thermometers disposed 
nt various 


heights and [iioperly wrpened 
fiom 


radiation would show the temperature of 
tlie atmosphere at different levels: the 
air would probably lio found cooler on 
rising higher and higher, giving this cu- 
rious result—that the sun would be 
warmer at tlie top than at the bottom: 
but, in tho absence of the sun, the air 
w«uld be colder at the top. 
At niglit 


tho distribution of the temperature i" 
tho atmosphere is known to be tho re 
verse of the daytime. 
On a fine, cleai 


night the temperature \\ill be found 
higher at 1,000 feet than it is on the 
earth, while on a cloudy night it will be 
much the same at both stations; but we 
have much to learn of the laws of tor- 
restial radiation, and the proposed tower 
would be very useful in that resp'-ot. 


Of course an observer would not be 


expected to race day and night tip and 
down a tower 1,200 feet high, to iiiiiKe 
observations and read ^thermometer-., 
this would be too great, and indeed an 
unnecessary devotion to science. The 
whole tiling pan be done from below in a 
comfortable building by means of Sie- 
mens' electric thermometers. Such an 
instrument has been used for some time. 
and is cow at work at the Lincoln cathe- 
dral, giving correct thermometer read- 
ing on the earth's surfare from a height 
of 270 feet, 
Besides observations for 


temperature at various altitude's, the 
state of humidity of the atmosphere, a 
condition greatly concerned in the forma- 
tion of fogs, could be readily examined, 
dry and wet bulb thermometers disposed 
at various heights and in electrical con- 
nection with tho station below would 
yield interesting observations, and assist 
materially in conjunction with tlie ba- 
rometer in forecasting the weather. 


The force and direction of the winds 


at various altitudes are subjects for me- 
teorological inquiry of much interest 
and importance; there are eddies in the 
atmosphere, spiral and upward currents, 
of whicli little is known, and a tower 
such as that now contemplated would 
allow of very interesting observations to 
lie mado on winds. We may also ven- 
,turo to suggest that the information thus 
obtained would have an important prac 
tical bearing in an engineering point ol 
viuw, as showing tlie strength of tho 
wind buildings may have to withstand 
at great heights. 
The measurement of 


rainfall, made simultaneously at 1,200 
feet and on the ground, would add to our 
knowledge of the laws of rainfall; i1 
would be found that less rain falls at the 
top than at the bottom. The connection 
of this phenomenon with atmospheric 
humidity and temperature would be 
very interesting to investigate. 


"Finally, earth tremors, tho forerun- 


ners of earthquakes, would be felt at the 
summit of a high tower much more 
readily than in contact with tlie earth, 
and earthquakes might be expected to 
produce greatly magnified effects at such 
an elevation; 
hence a seismometer 


would find a fitting place at tho top of 
the proposed building. 
A great deal 


might be added on this subject. We have 
not touched on the astronomical uses of 
a very high towerfrom tho gi eater clear- 
ness of the atmosphere at such an alti- 
tude. Therearealsootherpointsof physi- 
ological interest that could have been 
dwelt upon, such as the influence of an 
altitude of 1,200 feet on respiration, or 
on tho nervous system. It might bo re- 
marked that there would be little fear of 
feeling gicWy when looking down from a 
tower of such a height, although tho view 
over a precipice of 1,200 feet would not 
be unlikely to produce a most unpleas- 
ant sensation.—British Medical Journal.
